‘Annual Convention of American Association Opens 
at Washington for a Week’s Campaign on President 
Wilson and Congress to Secure a Constitutional 


Amendment. 


r A. F. NIGHT WRE TO THE TIMES.] 


ASHINGTON, Nev. 20. — A 
week's campaign by the Na- 
tonal American Woman Sut- 
trage Asuociation to procure the adop- 
tion of a constitutional amendment to 
enfranchise women was launched to- 
day at a mass meeting. It was the 
formal opening of the forty-fifth an- 
nual convention of the association. 

An assemblage which packed the 
theater listened for nearly three hours 
to discussions between conspicuous 
advocates of the woman movement 
Suspended above the drop curtain was 
a huge yellow banner bearing the 
legend: 

“We demand an amendment to the 
United States Constitution enfran- 
chising women.” 

‘The agsociation adopted almost 
unanimously resolutions Introduced 
by Mrs Helen Ring Robinson, a mem- 
“ber of the State Senate of Colorado, 
calling upon President Wilson in his 
forthcoming message to Congress to 
adopt the woman suffrage constitu- 
tional amendment as an administre- 
tion measure and to urge Congress to 
take immediate and favorable action 
upon it, urging the Senate to pass the 
amendment and asking the House to 
create a committee on woman suf- 
frage.

Passenger traffic was opened today 
as far south as Maytorena, the in- 
surgent base above Guaymas. Before 
this only military trains have been 
running between Hermosillo and May- 
torena. 

A party of Constitutionalist civil 
officials and army officers left today 
for Cullacan, capital of Sinaloa, to 
reorganize the military and civil gov- 
ernments of the state. Mazatlan, a 
west coast seaport, is the only spot 
in the state not controlled by the in- 
surgents. 

Before the rebel victories around 
Juarez, Gen. Carranza had announced 
that he would rhake this reorganiza- 
tion trip himself, so the departure of 
Miguel A. Robles, Secretary of State 
of Sinaloa, and Col. Eduafdo F. Hall, 
Military Commander in the state, is 
taken as indication that other plans 
had been made for the transfer of 
the Constitutionalist headquarters. 

Carranza announced last week that 
probably he would enter Chihuahua, 
but ke did not explain his route. This 
might be either by way of Sinaloa 
and Tepic and thence north along the 
line of the National Railways, or di- 
rectly over the Sonora-Chihuahua des- 
ert, where there are no railroads 
for more than 200 miles. It is be- 
lieved that the latter route has been 
selected.

REVOLT CALLED 
CLASS STRUGGLE. 


can Soldiery to Slaves. 


Says but Few Serve from 
Patriotic Motives. 


Declares Aristocrats Favor 
Semi-Feudal System.

In most revolutions of the purely 


classes have united to end or to les- 
sen the oppression practiced by the 
upper classes. 

In some cases the middle and lower 
classes, having disposed of the upper, 
have fought or struggled with each 
other. However, the middle class has 
always been sufficiently numerous 
and sufliciently willing to risk its life 
and property to prevent in the long 
run any change so violent as to put 
the governing power in the hands of 
people so illy prepared that terrible 
abuses were sure to follow. 

In this way while democracy has 
advanced it has seldom gone faster 
than the people as a whole have 
been prepared for it. 

MIDDLE CLASS SMALL. 

In Mexico the middle class, small 
in number, not united, and far from 
being sure of dtself, is both unable 
and too often unwilling to play the 
predominating part which is essen- 
tial if a real democracy, backed by 
sufficient force to maintain order, is 
to be established. 


The main struggle has n in 
reality between the smaller per, 
aristocratic land-owning class and 


the large, ignorant and poor lower 
class, The upper class with very few 
exceptions wishes to continue the un- 
just social and economic condition 
‘under which it has so much profited. 
It is willing to support, morally and 
financially, any ambitious leader who 
can bring sufficient force to their 
aid to make his support worth while. 

Large numbers of the lower class, 
conscious of their wrongs, but dimly 
understanding the proper remedies, 
follow readily enough any leader 
promising revenue, betterment ot 
their condition, or both. 

ONCE A SEMI-FEUDAL STATE. 


When it came, the ease with which 
it succeeded was astonishing to 
everyone. Once in power, however, 
it commenced to lose ground. The 
lower classes wanted put into imme- 
diate exécution the violent remedies 
which they had been promised. 

Had all the ddle class firmly 
united and backed up Madero they 
might, in spite of their small num- 
bers, have been able to have kept the 
lower class in order. They not only 
were not united, but those favoring 
Madero did not have sufficient confi- 
dence in themselves. Where stern, 
vigorous measures should have been 


to do most of the work in Mexico 


— 


to fight a real campaign as he wished 
to do. Large numbers of the upper 
class have taken refuge in Europe 
or the United States and have no 
intention of returning Until the ex- 
isting difficulties are settled. The 
majority of this class are the first 
to make friends with an invader. 

The small middle class do better. 
Most of the officers of the Federal 
army and many of the men in the 
ranks and officers of the rebel forces 
come from this class. However, as 
a whole, they have not taken up 
arms to settle their country’s dim 
culties In the numbers which are to 
be expected in such circumstances, 

VOLUNTEER WORTH LITTLE. 

Just as the lower clags ts expected 


and get nothing out of it, they are 
expected to do most of the fighting 
with pretty much the Same result. 

From time th time there is great 
talk of raising volunteets. The pa- 
pers give glowing descriptions of how 
Mexico will soon have an army the 
size of Germany's and e@iter into the 
details of how this fotce is to be 
raised and equipped. 


One scheme Was that each one of 
the landed proprietors of Mexig¢p 
should furnish and maintain to 
soldiers. The sidtement was mac 
that there were 50,000 proprietom 
in Mexico, sO that would make 
army of 500,000. Of course, nothiig 
came of it. Inelgentally the min 
furnished by the proprietors were to 
be taken from their peons or h- 
borers. 


In Mexico City and in most of the 


cities and large towns undet Fed- 
eral control mall volunteer forces 
have been raised, While in Mexico 
City the majority of them confist of 
elerks and Alievsicans of the 
wniddle class, in most cases ony the 
officers come from ibe middle class, 
the enlisted men being peons. The 
favorite argument in ralsing tom is

Thé net 
result of the whole movement that 
in each city or town there ts a tom- 
paratively small forces which win 
fight in the streets of that cif in 
its defense if it is attacked by ele 
or foreign forces.

That hunger is making him desperate 
ig the belief of the officers, as he has | 
been in the mine with only a small 
supply of food since Thursday. 
Hundreds of men begged in a dozen 
Cifferent languages today for the 
portunity to search the mine for 

two slain deputies. But only five, led by 
Dr. F. B. Straup, Mayor-elect of 
Bingham, were allowed to penetrate 
the workings. They made two trips, 
returning on the first with the blood- 
stained hat of Mandrich. Then they 
rushed in later and brought out the 
bedies, which had been dragged by 
Lopez a considerable distance up the 
Andy ineline. 

The evidence that Cranevich is ia 
the mine was not disclosed by the 
officers in charge. It was said, how- 
ever, that a friend of Cranovich had 
been supplying him with food in an 
abandoned working until Lopez en- 
tered the mine.

The upper class and those anxious 
for the resumption of the old regime, 
because of selfiah or ambitious rea- 
sons, soon learned they need not fear 
the stern measures which would have 
kept them in order. They promptly 
took advantage of the situation with 
the result that Madero fell and with 
him hopes of constitutional govern- 
ment. 

Prior to the advent of the foreign- 
er and his capital, Mexico may best 
be described as an agricultural, semi- 
feudal state. Under such conditions 
a middle class is practically nonex- 
istent. 

As the foreigners developed Mexico 
industrially and commercially, a 
small middle class grew up. *Their 
contact with the foreigner, added to 
the fact that they had sufficient intel- 
ligence and education to form a more 
or less correct opinion as to the prev- 
alent condition made these people 
a good field for the growth of demo- 
eratic ideas. 

Men of this class and a few of 
the upper class started a revolution- 
ary propaganda. They formed 
juntas in the United States, which, 
working through pamphlets, other 
literature, and by the formation of 
societies in Mexico, worked on the 
discontent of the lower and middle 
classes, In this way they did a 
great deal to prepare the way for 
the Madero revolutions. Those best 
acquainted with Mexico had knowh 
for years that this or a similar 
revolution was inevitable. 

ARMY INDEX OF PEOPLE. 

The best indication of how se- 
riously a people believe in the prin- 
ciples they profess ia what risks 
they will undergo to support those 
principles in time of war or revolu- 
tion. 

In the United States and England 
men of all classes are found in 
large numbers in the armies which 
are settling foreign or home dtm. 
culties. On the continent of Europe 
bearing arms has always been the 
profession of the nobility and what- 
ever faults they may have had no 
complaint can be found with their 
willingness to fight for their beliefs. 
In the same way the middie and 
lower class continental show by their 
battle casualties they are willing to 
back their principles with force 
when it is necessary. 

In the beginning of war or revolu- 
tion it Is best that the armies should 
be made up of the young unmar- 
ried men so that the business and 
home life of the nation shall be dis- 
turbed as little as possible, If time 

however, and the trouble is 
** settled then sufficient men must 
regardless of business and home to 
bring matters to ah end and restore 
normal conditions. 
RICH AVOID SERVICE,

CURRENCY BILL. 


Conference Puts Last Work 
Upon the Measure. 


Differs Little from Draft 
Reported to Senate. 


Democrats Agree to Caucus 
When They Disagree. 


[BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Deter- 
mined to have the administration cur- 
rency bill ready for consideration by 
the Senate as a Democratic party 
measure when the new session of 
Congress opens tomorrow, the Senate 
conference of Democrats worked late 
tonight settling the disputed details of 
the bill. 

As finally agreed upon, the meas- 
ure was little different from the draft 
presented to the Senate by Chairman 
Owen and the five other administration 


Democrats of the Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee. The conference de- 
cided, however, that if disputed points 
of importance became apparent in 
the course of debate on the floor, each 
difference among Democrats as it 
arose would be made the subject of 
conference, the party disagreements 
straightened out and the majority 
thereby united to act on the floor. 

The administration members of the 
Banking and Currency Committee re- 
ported to the conference tonight on 
practically all of the disputed propo- 
sitions in the bill. The conference 
adopted the recommendation for a 
plan to guarantee the deposits of 
banks which enter the new system. 
This would provide that after the new 
regional banks have earned a 6 per 
cent. dividend on their stock and es- 
tablished a 40 per cent. surplus, the 
excess earnings shall be divided half 
and half. One part shall be devoted 
to a guarantee fund and the other 
shall be paid to the government as @ 
“franchise tax.“ 

The conference also adopted the 
suggestion of the committee that the 
Federal reserve board, which will con- 
trol the new system, should consist of 
the Secretary of the Treasury and six 
members to be appointed by the Pres- 
ident. 

The conference, with the exception 
of writing in the provision for a guar- 
antee of bank deposits, has made 
practically no material change in the 
draft of the bill presented by Sena- 
tor Owen, and the conference meas- 
ure, it is practically certain, will be 
acceptable to President Wilson. 

REFUNDING PLAN. 


The conference, just before mid- 
night, wrote into the bill a new plan 


| 


for refunding the 2 per cent. bonds on | 2 


which the present bank note currency 
is based. The plan was evolved by 
Secretary McAdoo and provides for 
the retiring of $25,000,000 of the 
bonds each year. The Federal reserve 
banks would take over that amount of 
the bonds, paying par and interest to 
the banks now holding them. 

Provision is made for the pro rata 
distribution of the retirement among 
banks which apply to have their bonds 
sold. The money paid for the bonds 
would be used to cancel the notes out- 
Standing against them, aud the sur- 
plus paid to the banks whose bonds 
and notes were retired. 

The plan adopts the feature pro- 
posed by the anti-administration 
members of the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee, which would allow the reserve 
banks to exchange the bonds for one- 
year treasury notes t 3 per cent., 
which could be used in foreign mar- 
kets to purchase gold to maintain the 
reserve. In addftion, however, the 
McAdoo plan would allow the region- 
al banks to issue circulating notes 
against the bonds, similar to the pres- 
ent banknote currency. 

Many minor changes were written 
into the bill before the conference ac- 
cepted it. An attempt to replace the 
Comptroller of the Currency on the 
Federal reserve board failed. It was 
indicated that President Wilson was 
anxious to give the Comptroller a 
place on the board, and the fight on 
this point may be carried to the floor 
of the Senate. 

The conference agreed to extend 
the Aldrich-Vreeland emergency cur- 
rency act, now in force, until June 30, 
1915, to cover the period when the 
banks will be shifting from the pres- 
ent to the new system. . 

Senator Owen will offer the com- 
pleted bill on the floor of the Senate 
tomorrow ag a substitute for the bill 
reported by the . anti-administration 
wing of the Banking Committee. 

PRESIDENT RETURNS. 

President Wilson returned early to- 
day from New York, where he saw 
the Army-Navy football game, and 
after a long automobile ride, got in 
touch with the Democratic leaders 
who are engineering the currency bill 
in the Senate. 

The President is pleased with the 
progr. ss of the Democratic confer- 
ence and hopes for the enactment of 
the bill before many weeks. Confer- 
ences between the President and 
members of the Senate Currency Com- 
mittee are expected to take place dur- 
ing the week.

HANISH FACES 
PENITENTIARY. 


High Priest's Lawyers Have 
One More Chance. 


— 


They Will Ask for New Trial 
in Court Today. 


Many Sun Worshipers Await 
Result of Plea. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


CHICAGO, Nov. 30.—In the United 


States Court here tomorrow there will 
be staged a fight to keep out of the 
penitentiary the head of one of the 
oldest religions now maintaining 
temples of worship. The chief priest, 
convicted of sending obscene lMtera- 
ture by express, and the cult's book 
of inner secrets branded as unfit for 


circulation, the followers of Zoroaster. 


in this country, Europe and the Orient 
are facing the heaviest blow ever dealt 
them since the Mohammedans drove 
the Parsees out of Persia. 

According to the researches of the 
United States District Attorney’s of- 
fice here, Ottoman Zar Adusht Han- 
ish, convicted on Friday and now 
awaiting the result of his attorney's 
motion to appeal, ts the successor 
of Zarathustra, and the recognized 
high priest of every temple of the 
Zoroastrian religion. Only Shintoism, 
the national religion of Japan, can 
claim to be older than the sun wor- 
shiping cult of Ahura Mazda, but 
there is no authentic record of the 
origin of Shintoilsm. Buddha was 
born five and a half centuries before 
Christ, about the same time as Za- 
rathustra, or Zoroaster, and Moham- 
med came a thousand years later. 

MANY DISCIPLES. — 


In the United States and E 
there are said to be about 700 
worshipers of Ahura Mazda, in- 
cluding a large proportion of educated 
and wealthy persons. In Persia about 
8000 remain in the immemorial mon- 
asteries. The Parsees in India num- 
ber nearly 60,000. 

“Prince Ottoman” Hanish, who 
faces five years’ penal servitude and 
a heavy fine if the full weight of the 
law is visited on him, won his way to 
the head of the cult by charlatanism, 
according to the government detec- 
tives, who have dogged his footsteps 
for.two years. While the “little mas- 
ter,“ another of his titles, assets that 
he was born in Persia seventy-nine 
years ago, the United States officials 
here have the statement from Rich- 
ard Hanish of Milwaukee, that Otto“ 
is his son, born in Germany, is 42 
years old, and was a score of years 
ago a printer’s helper in Salt Lake 
City, where he became interested in 
operating alleged  spiritualistic§ se- 
ances. Hanish says that he was a 
weakly child in Persia when his pa- 
rents, who were Guebers of Yazd, took 
him to a Zoroastrian Monastery. There 
he was made strong by the practices 
of the religion and adopted into the 
priesthood. He appears about turty 
and is florid and robust in appear- 
ance. This, he says, is due to certain 
practices taught in Mazdaism as a 
part of morality. 

“Revolting,” is the mildest word of 
the District Attorney's office for these 
teachings. The jury evidently agreed 
that this was so, at least to a criminal 
extent, but its verdict was accom- 
panied by a recommendation for a 
light sentence. 

Hanh did not take the stand and 
no evidence was offered concerning 
his nativity or personal character. 
Judge Mack will hear the motions for 
a new trial tomorrow. 


TO CREATE RESERVE FUND. 


Covina Citrus Association Through 
Directors Assesses Producers Two 
Cents Per Box. 

COVINA, Nov. 30, — For the pur- 
pose of creating a reserve fund, which 
will be available for pre-marketing 
expenses, the stockholders of the Co- 
vina Citrus Association, at the annual 
meeting this week voted to levy a 
tax of two cents on every box of 
fruit. This money will be kept back, 
and will serve to pay the running ex- 
penses of the packing-house in the 
first of the season, before money for 
the fruit-pools comes in, and will also 
be available to the rancher who 
needs money for fumigating or 
other expenses that come before the 
crop is marketed. 

While this is a radical departure 
from former procedure, the stock- 
holders were unanimous in sustaining 
the resolution. This association, it 
was pointed out, was engaged in a 
business involvng over a half-million 
dollars_in normal years and hitherto 
had been conducting the business 
with searcely one cent of working 
capital. 

Anton PF. Kerckhoff, one of the 
largest growers in the valley, was 
chosen as president of the board of 
directors, succeeding C. S. Beardsley, 
who has occupied this position for the 
past seven years. 
Willlam M. Warren as vice-president, 
George Anderson, secretary and man- 
ager; and the remaining directors are 
J R. EMott. W. Wet F. 
Headley, William Overholtzer, Jacob 
Maurer and J. F. Brock. The agso- 
clation will probably make arrange- 
ments to pack a fancy brand, this 
year, Instead of being content with 
“extra choice” as the highest brand. 
This is because the fruit of the Co- 
vina Valley is much smoother than 
usual this vear, owing to the hot sum- 
mer experienced.

Trifling in Bulk. 

CALEXICO, Nov. 30. — California's 
first bale of compressed cotton was 
ginned and compressed in Calexico 
Friday. The work was done in the 
gin which has just been completed 
and was operated for the first time 


that day. The compressor makes a 


500-pounds of cotton into a bale 26x 
20x24 inches, completely wrapping in 
bagging, which prevents waste and 
leakage. Indiscriminate sampling is 
prevented by a sample of the cotton of 
each bale being taken at the time of 
the compressing and tied into a small 
sack which is tied to the outside of 
the bale. 

Compressed bales save à large per- 
cent. of waste to the shipper and 
draws a premium over the old, loose 
style of baling. Cotton manufacturers 
pays a premium for it because of the 
saving made in storage warehouses. 
Lower shipping rates are also made 
by water transportation companies 
for this style bale for saving in space 
for the same number of pounds. An 
attempt is being made at this time 
to get a reduction in rates for rall- 
road hauls for compressed cotton.

An order from the Los Angeles 
postoffice for new mail boxes has been 
sent to the department at Washing- 
ton, and it is understood that the 
new boxes will soon be coming in 


sufficient quantities to replace all of 
the old variety. The boxes are being 
made at the Allegheny Steel Company's 
plant at Brackenridge, Pa. 

The principal change in the new 


in twelve seconds, while the old box 


requires fully two minutes. 


The new box is 26% inches high, 
15% inches wide and 8% inches deep. 
The opening extends clear across the 
bottom and is cut nine inches upward 
into the side. Another improvement 
is the letter drop, pivoted so that a 
slight pressure will open it. A handle 
bar extends across the top, Instead of 
the small protrusion on the old box. 
With this handle the drop can be 
operied with an umbrella or by the 
pressure of the package. The open- 
ing of the drop is also larger and 
will admit an envelope twelve inches 
long and an inch thick. 


Within the box {s a guard which 
prevents robbery, when the letter 
drop ts open. The opening of the bot- 
tom may be made to face either the 
street for automobile collections or 
the sidewalk for the sack collections, 
but the letter drop at the top will al- 
ways face the sidewalk. 

Instead of hanging to a telephone 
pele or an iron bar the new box will 
rest on an ornamental iron pedestal 
and will be raised above the pedes- 
tal by a cradle so that there will be 
no interference with the opening. 

The box will be locked by gov- 
ernment patent locks so constructed‘ 
that the key cannot be removed until

FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH. 
INDUSTRY, OBEDIENCE, COURTESY 
AND RELIGIOUSNESS MAKE THE 

IDEAL YOUNG MAN. 

“The Ideal Son and Brother was 
the topic of the sermon by Dr. C. 
M. Carter at the First Baptist Church 
Sunday evening. This was the third 
in the series on The ideal Home.“ 
He said in part: 

“What is home without a brother? 
A son- and brother is an important 
personage. He is not to be put off 
into any old place while the sister 
and daughter has a more conspicuous 
position. The boy is to be guarded, 
if not as tenderly as his sister, cer- 
“tainly as carefully. That which de- 
moralizes the boy must be destroyed 
if possible. Every lover of the home 
should make it his business to strike 
ut the saloon with all the power he 
has, as it is today one of the worst 
enemies of the boy. 

“But the son and brother comes to 
be a young man. And as a young man 
he is to have the highest character if 
he is to occupy his high office of son 
and brother with honor. First of all, 
ke is to be industrious. Without re- 
gard to the father’s wealth, the man- 
ly son and brother cannot tolerate the 
idea that his living is to be furnished 
him. He resents it as a reflection on 
hie manhood; he is content only as 
he is independent. 

“The wise son is obedient. Obed!- 
ence is a necessary virtue ft the son 
and brother is to develop Into a wise 
husband and father. The profligate 
son is not only a disgrace to the 
household, but he is a cause of 
measureless agony. 

“There is no regret in the heart of 
the obedient son when the parent is 
laid away in his narrow home. There 
is no stinging conscience and bitter 
remembrance as the silent form is 
fazed upon. But if the son will not 
obey he should be compelled to do so. 
Mbedience is almost a forgotten virtue 
In America, but it is a necessary fac- 
tor still in the social development of 
the life of the nation. : 

“The ideal son and brother its a 
lever of his family and a lover of his 
home. Ne is as courteous to his own 
sister as he Is to another boy's sister. 
It he is courteous to his sister he wil! 
be courteous to his wife; otherwise, 
not. The son and brother is to have 
hie part in making the home delight- 
ful. In the ideal home each serves 
the other; the boy seeks the good of 
others even as his mother does. He is 
to, have his part in making the home 
peaceful, cultured and héppy. 

“Above all things, a son and brother 
should be religious. The highest type 
of American manhood today is reli- 
cious. The great statesmen, the great 
scholars, the great business men, the 
great men in all walks of life, with 
very few exceptions, are the men who 
are receiving their inspiration from 
Jesus of Nazareth. The ideal son ap- 
preciates his loved ones too much to 
mingle with evil companions. He 
lives a moral life because of the 
nobility of his nature, and that no- 
bility has been developed because of 
his love for the manliest man. who 
was the Son of God—Jesus of Nazar- 
eth. The chiefest charm of any man- 
ly young man is the modesty, stability 
and genuineness of his religious life. 
The young man today is as a soldier 
in the midst of battle. The tempta- 
tions on every side are frichtful. But 
he is morally and sptritually safe now 
and forevermore if his affections are 


fixed on God.“

DR. LOCKE. 
FIRST METHODIST CHURCH. 

SOME OF THE REASONS WHY WE, aS 
CHRISTIANS, OUGHT TO 
GO TO CHURCH. 
| “Why should we go to church?” 
asked Dr. Charles Edward Locke of 
his congregation at the First Metho- 


Aust Church yesterday. His answer was 
in part as follows: 

“We should go to church for the 
following reasons: 

“Because we are commanded by 
God's Word not to ‘forsake the as- 
sembling gof ourselves together.’ 

“Because in doing so we are observ- 
ing and perpetuating a great insti- 
tution which God founded and re- 
inforced when He said ‘remember the 
Sabbath Day to keep it holy.’ The 
first day of the week is given to us 
as a holy day— holy to rest, holy to 
sacred minjstries, holy to home- build- 
ing and holy to worship. 

“Because the habit of church going 
will give to the individual the habit 
of enjoying sacred things; and like 
the habit the oak tree hes of staying 
where it was planted, and receiving 
its share of storm and sunshine, and 
contributions from the rich earth, so 
do trees of righteousness grow by the 
rivers of water, and bring forth their 
fruit in due season. 

“Because in the hours of Ute's 
emergencies all the combined tinsel 
and trappings of pleasure and frivol- 
ity are like filthy rags. One brief 
word from lips divine will quiet all 
troubled seas and illuminate all life's 
impenetrable mysteries. 

“Because it is worth while to go to 
church t@ have our doubts dissolved, 
our faith in God and humanity 
strengthened, and our vision clarified 
and our ideals illuminated. 

“In habitual public worship man 
gets a better perspective of God and 
God's government and divine truth: 
and likewise sees his fellow-man and 
all human relationships in truer pro- 
Portions. 

“Because church-going is an index 
of taste and character. A great firm 
about to engage # young man regards 
it an excellent recommendation to 
have it said of him that he is a regu- 
lar attendant upon divine worship. It 
is a fine token of the integrity and 
honor and industry of a man if he 
loves the place where all high ideals 
are emphasized and exemplified. 

“Because that man is cheating him- 
self who deprives himself of the hal- 
lowed associations and friendships 
and holy privileges of God's house. 

“The church, we must candidly ac- 
knowledge, is no doubt sometimes at 
fault. When the people Will not come 
by the usuai, formal invitations, then 
the church must go to the people. It 
is not enough to build a stately edifice 
and throw open its doors and ring out 
greetings from the graceful spire. 

“There is no doubt that the incon- 
sistencies of some church memberg 
are a serious hindrance to many peo- 
ple. There are doubtless hypocrites 
among Christians, just as there were 
whited sepulchers among the Phari- 
sees. There are some so-called Chris- 
tlans who do not pay their debts, and 
who use questivnable business and 
professional mettods. But the great 
masses of Christe people are sin- 
cerely striving to lead upright, exem- 
plary lives. 0 

“There may de some churches 
which have degenerated into exclu- 
sive social organizations, where ex- 
travagance and style have eliminated 
all spirituality from pew and pulpit, 
but surely people at large will not 
hold the great body of the church 
responsible for such pathetic traves- 
ties om pure religion and undefiled 
whieh visite the fatheriess ond widows 
in their affliction end keeps himself 


unspotted from the world.“

“These words are pertinent just 
here and now, for the religious pride 
we are to talk about is that our 
religion is cosmopolitan. Paul was 
proud that his gospel was for the 
world. It was the possible power of 
God unto salvation to every one. 
Whether in Rome or out of it, wheth- 
er Jew or Gentile, whether Greek 
or Barbarian, whether wise or un- 
Wise, any man might become Chris- 


tian. The family, the tribe, the na- 
tion, the race, cult and caste, and 
rank, all faded.

‘“Shammah was one of David's 
mighty men. He was one of a tri- 
umvirate who received special men- 
tion. David gathered about him a 
strange company. They were a sorry 
lot when he called them but a suc- 
cessful company when he discharged 
them. When they came to him they 
were discouraged, defeated and in 
dbet. When he had trained them they 
were skillful, expert and mighty. 
“Tachmonite lifted up his spear 
against eight hundred and slew them. 
Eleazar stood in defense against the 
Philistines when all the men of Israel 
were away, but what Shammah did 
was seemingly insignificant for he 
protected a piece of ground full of 
lentils and in so doing the Scriptures 
declare he wrought a mighty victory 
for the Lord. He took care of a 
patch of weeds and found his name in 
David's Hall of Fame. 

“There are plenty of Christians to- 
day who would like to ride at the 
front of the procession, or direct the 
militant forces, or sit as the watch 
dog of the treasury, or in the high 
chair of the assembly, but there are 
not many Shammahs’ who will stand 
in the midst of a patch of lentiles and 
Protect it against the Philistines.

“The parent, the judge, the teacher 
or preacher of othera, whose very life 
work makes it necessary for them 
to sit ae judges and render justice and 
meroy, needs to have the highest 
form of rational competency. It is 
hard to be just. We know so little

to be a man is a call for religion, 


tries. How necessary then that 
judgment should be untrammeled by 
prejudice or ignorance or conceit. 
It is a very dangerous teaching that 
God calls ignorant men to be the 
Spiritual leaders and moral oracles 
of divine wisdom and justice. The 
really ignorafit preacher has no place 
in this high and divine calling of 
sitting in judgment on the character 
and reputations of human souls. 
The wisest men are ignorant enough. 
The judge of other men should be 
above reproach himself. The Chris- 
tian church should be a very much 
better church than it is and then 
it will speak with a greater authority 
in the living present, where the voice 
of rebuke and calm and clear judg- 
ment is demanded. Homeless car- 
penters, sick physicians, convicted 
lawyers and wicked preachers are 
not popular among their constitu- 
encies. People want little to do with 
toothless dentists or ignorant teach- 
ers. Not many will care to have their 
eyes treated by a blind specialist. 
The man who treats human eyes has 
one of the most trying and delicate 
jobs ever undertaken by the doctor 
of the body. He should have the 
steadiest nerve and the clearest vi- 
sion. The Master cut any other 
kind of spiritual occulist to the very 
quick with a sharp, two-edged sword 
by telling him that the log that was 
in his own eye prevented him from 
successfully treating his brother, who 
had a twig in his eye. 

Then Jesus would have the human 
judge of his brother act with great 
charity. He must remember his own 
weakness. How few men there are 
who realize how near the precipice 
they often came. The Earl of 
Shaftsburg said, when his attention 
was called to a drunken man lying 
in the filth covered with a swarm of 


flies: “How easily that could have 
been I.“ Horace Mann was right 
when he said that Massachusetts’ 


millions for reformation would be 
well spent if it saved one boy, for 
he knew that it might be his 
That may account for the splendid 
work of our county juvenile court 
officers, in which hundreds of boys 
and girls are being saved from crim- 
inal lives and brought up in decency 
and virtue right under our eyes. The 
man who judges his brother without 
first searching his own life for his 
own weaknesses is not fit to be a 
judge of his fellows. The judge that 
forgets this is. criminal himself. 
“Jesus would also require that the 
man who sits in judgment on his 
brother shall have only the desire 
to help him. How few critics have 
this in view. The parent or teacher 
or preacher, who parades mistakes, 
errors or sins, simply to call atten- 
tion to them. would be most severely 
condemned by the Master. No erit- 
icism is allowable that does not seek 
to improve the conditions. Tell the 
dishonest man the joy of the life 
of square dealing. Tell the dissi- 
pated man the strength and beauty 
of the clean and sober and virtuous 
life. The chief business of the 
preacher is not to point out the ex- 
istence of evil and crime, but to at- 
tract the world to the glory of ‘the 
righteousness revealed from heaven’ 
in Jesus Christ. The teacher's 
glorious task is to lead the ignorant 
into the great temple of knowledge 
and ravish his soul with thoughts of 


God.”

HARVARD HEIGHTS CHURCH. 
THE BLIND MAN AT JERICHO 18 A 
TYPE OF THE SPIRITU- 

ALLY BLIND. 

At the Harvard Heights United 
Presbyterian Church last night the 
pastor, Rev. W. 0. Fisher, preached 
on the subject “Blind Bartimeus,” 
taking as his text, Mark x:46-52. He 
said in part: 

“The scene of this incident is in 
Jericho. It was distinguished for 
its beautiful streets and gardens, 
public and private. But what mat- 
tered all this beauty to Bartimeus? 
The curtain has fallen over his 


begging, blind. 

“This is a picture of the natural 
man. Isaiah speaks of a people 
who, having eyes, see not; Jesus 
found these people in His day; we 
find them today as totally blind as 
Bartimeus to the law of God which 
they have broken; to sin, that thing 
which God hates; to their lost con- 
dition; to Jesus, the Savior. But 
Jesus was passing. This was Bar- 
timeus’s last opportunity. When 
Jesus passed through the Jericho 
gate that day He passed through for 
the last time. Had Bartimeus sat 
still he would have remained a beg- 
gar to the end of life. But he cries 
for mercy; he overcomes every ob- 
stacle, he obtains mercy, and shows 
his gratitude by ‘following Jesus in 
the way.’ 

Three things are essentlal on the 
part of Bartimeus to come to Christ: 
Prayer. He is direct in his petition. 
He knows what he wants and is 
pointed in his asking. Our prayers 
are too general. If the Master were 
passing while the average Christian 
is at prayer, He would be gone be- 
fore the prayer comes to the point. 
Removing obstacles, Bartimeus cast 
aside his garment. The sinner, in 
coming to the Savior may see diffi- 
culties in the way. These hindrances 
must be pushed aside. Faith—Bar- 
timeus had faith in Christ, and in 
His ability to bestow upon him vis- 
ion. Similar faith the spiritually 
blind must have if he would see.”

The reason why socialism has al- 
ways failed and why it always will 
fail as a means of reforming the 
world and making men better and 
happier was pointed out in a ser- 
mon by Rey. J. B. Green, who 
preached at the Huntington Park 
Methodist Episcopal Church yester- 
day morning in place of Rev. J. E. 
Hall, who is visiting in San Fran- 
cisco. 

“It is folly,” said the pastor, “to 
attempt to redeem men by frantic 
appeals to either their physical, 
mental or social wants. No social 
reformer whose vision is circum- 
scribed by the material can ever work 
a real reform. True reform must 
begin in the soul. If man ts ever to 
be redeemed his spiritual nature must 
be awakened and developed. We are 
made in the image of God, the Great 
Book assures us, and as men, 
first requirements are spiritual. 

“Let us not be deceived by those 
who rant about making the world 
better through ideal systems of gov- 
ernment, 

“Let us not be fooled by those who 
forever are shouting ‘education is the 
cure-all." There is no cure for the 
ills of men’s bodies and souls except 
the love that is the spirit of the 
Christ. Do not tell me I am a crank, 
an enthusiast, that I care not for the 
poor of earth and that I do not be- 
lieve in improvement and in edu- 
cation, for I do believe in these 


things. 

“But, in the name of right and 
truth, let us begin at the root of 
the matter. Let us not try to ;,vlish 
and palm oc for new a machine 
that is shattered and broken. Bread 
for the poor’? Certainly, but light 
to the hungry soul first. Education? 
By all means, but teach the heart 
love first. Prison reform? Oh, yes, 
yes, yes, but first relieve men from 
the bondage of sin-—angd after that, 
I'm thinking, we will need no prison 
reforms. This is not the popular 
idea, you say.

In thinking of illegiti- 
macy we no longer misinterpret the words 
of the commandment that the sins of the 
fathers are visited on the children. 

The law of inheritance cannot, in the 
very nature of things, be set aside to rec- 
ognize the right of a child born outside the 
law, But the law of natural kindness will 
not allow such a one for this reasor to be 
placed on a lower social and moral level 
than the children born on the right side of 
the line. All men and women, Irrespective 
of the fortune or misfortune of their births, 
must stand or fall by their own actions, 


not by the faults of their fathers or moth- | 


ers. If any scarlet letter is to be 
ployed it should be worn by the ‘man, 
hardly by the woman, certainly not by the 
child. 
“Love children,” as we call them, have 
generally played their parts in the world 
resolutely and bravely, despite the fond- 
ness of the old dramatists for choosing 
their villains from the ranks of the illeziti- 
mate. They shared this distinction with 
the Jews, who have also outlived such 
senseless superstitions. It is also equally 
unfair to sneer at some of the British no- 
bility because they were descended from 
royal mistresses. This fact neither in- 
creases nor diminishes their present merit. 
Perhaps without this mixture of a plebeian 
strain their blue blood would before this 
have mortified. | 
In this age, when the rights of reinstate- 
ment for the repentant errine woman is 
being urged by so many earnest people, 
who have been strong enough to resist 
temptation—or have had no temptation to 
resist—there is not much fear that the 
branding of the child with an abhorrent 
name will ever again be generally toler- 
ated. The Christ who could forgive the 
woman taken in adultery would have 
clasped the little outcasts in His arms. 
Yet still some of the intolerance prevails, 
against which our poet Willis wrote so 
feelingly when the world was more nar- 
row-minded. Most Americans have read 
his poem, “The Shadows Lay Along Broad- 
way.“ with its appealing last verse: 
“No mercy now can clear her brow 
For this world’s peace to pray; 

For as love’s wild prayer dissolved in air, 
Her woman's heart gave way! 

But the sin forgiven by Christ in Heaven 
By man is cursed alway.”

teen years and more the Democrats have 
delivered themselves of groanine protests 
against the Republican party, alleging that 
it used its political authority to oppose 
eien service reforms and—so the Demo- 
crats sald turned Washington into a pie 
counter. 

As a matter of fact, tho present excel- 
lent condition of the civil service regula- 
tions in governmental departments ts due 
to the activity of the Ropublicans.

Therefore the evi] must be in 
the heart of him who sees it! 

The love of Da Vinci! must have been as 
that of Michael Angelo who knelt before 
the dead body of Vittoria Colonna and 
kissed her hand and afterwards gave as 
the one regret of his long life that he had 
not instead pressed the lips chilled by 
death. The love of Da Vinci for his pic- 
ture, if it was not for the woman he 
painted, was such that he touched and re- 
touched the sweet, delicate face until the 
paint was many times the thickness of the 
heavy canvas. If such be the work of evil

London of 
late years has kept shy of investment in 
Turkish bonds and the financiers of Ber- 
lin have found ample opportunity at home 
for the employment of their funds. Paris 
has been more venturesome, and now Paris 
is looking for further security. Doubtless 
the financiers of Western Europe will agree 
with the demand of France that the con- 
queror shall pay the debts of the con- 
quered and if this doctrine be established, 
then contiguous and even non-contiguous 
solvent nations will be encouraged to carve 
and divide Turkey. | 

Eng and. by virtue of her recent swiping 
of Persia, can take a big slice of the left 
breast in the shape of Armenia and Meso- 
potamia, Russia can take the liver, wing 
and the neck by taking Circassia, Mol- 
davia and all the territory north of the 
River Aras. Austria can claim one leg and 
second joint by taking all of Wallachia.

Bolivia, says the Consul-General, depends 
largely upon her mineral wealth, and in the 
exploitation of mines and the development 
of railroads there is a wide and profitable 
field alike for the foreign capitalist and the 
enterprising native. Added to this vast 
agricultural resources and Bolivia ig a most 
attractive section with which to do bus! 
ness. The people, says the Consul-General, 
are peaceful and law-abiding; they are 
friendly to the United States and seek 
American commerce and capital: there has 
been no revolution in forty years and the 
republic is progressive and prosperous. 
Senor Jose Aguivore Acha, ex Consul Gen- 
eral in New York, writes of Polivia in much 
the same vein, pointing out the fine chances 
for Americans and for American trade in 
his country. American influence there is 
already strong, for Bolivia has at La Paz, 
the capital, an “American Institute,“ estab- 
lished five years ago and in most success- 
ful operation, the purpose of which is to 
teach the English language and familiarize 
Bolivians with the methods of doing busi- 
ness in the United States. 

In connection with the exposition of con- 
ditions in Bolivia (a fleld long neglected

Pasadena Friends of Leffing- 
well Anxious for News. 


Burglars Operating in San 
Rafael Heights Section. 


Mt. Wilson Gets Its First 
Snowfall of Season. 


PASADENA, Dec. 1.—Consider- 
ane uneasiness is felt by relatives 
and friends over the absence of com- 
munication with Ernest de Koven 
LeMingwell, son of Dr. and Mrs. C. 
W. Leffingwell of San Rafael Heights, 
who last spring started out for Flax- 
man Island, 300 miles north of Pt. 
Barrow, on the northern coast of 
Alaska, from whence he returned te 
Pesadena a year ago, after a stay of 
two years in those frozen regions. 

When he departed on his second 
trip, to bring back instruments he 
had left behind, and accumulate still 
more data for his geological and geo- 
xréphical surveys, he announced his 
intention of coming home about No- 
vember 1. But one letter has since 
reached his parents. That was writ- 
ten under date of August 15, and was 
matied at Nome the twenty-fifth of 
that month. In it Leffingwell stated 
that. the boat of the Stefansson expe- 
dition, on which he took passage, was 
fast in the ice. 

The Stefansson expedition, which 
head three ships,, started out for ex- 
treme northern exploration. Leffing- 
well, a friend and former Arctic com- 
panion ot Stefansson, was invited to 
make his trip north with the party 
He planned to return as best he could, 
depending on being picked up by a 


‘whaler or some other craft when he 


should be able to make the return 


voyage. 


At the Leffingwell residence it was 


said last night that no doubt the ex- 
plorer has been unable to dispatch 
other letters. Nevertheless, every post 


jz anxiously awaited for word that he 


is safe. 

Leffingwell made a survey of the 
Northern Alaskan coust for several 
hundred miles. The material with 
which he returned he took to Wash- 
ington, D. C., last winter, and it will 


probably be accepted by the govern- 
ment as the first aecurate and 
authentic description of this part of 
the country. There were but a few 
details to be attended to when he 
would be through with the work, he 
announced when he left home last 
spring. He also said that on returniug 
he should probably not make another. 
trip north. He was a member of two 
well-known Arcti¢ expeditions and is 
21 authority on the conditions prevall- 
‘ng to the north of Alaska, where he 
confidently belleves there is land. 
POISON THE DOGS. 

There was an attempt by a burglar 
or burglars to rob several of the pala- 
tial homes in San Rafael Heights the 
night of Thanksgiving Day.

The reported 
burglary and attempted burglaries 
were not made public by the police. 

The house that was entered is that 
of M. M. Grigg. Part of the silver- 
ware was taken. The loss is $100. 

Mrs. Arthur I. Gammon, a neigh- 
bor, said that she was awakened 
Thursday night by a rasping sound 
outside the house. She took up a po- 


lice whistle and walked downstairs. 


Just as she arrived at the foot of the 
staircase she saw the dark figure of a 
man pass the kitchen window and on 
making an examination, she found 
that one of the windows had been 
opened with a jimmy. 

The following day several of the 
dogs at the F. L. Loring residence, in 
the same neighborhood, were found 
to be sick, and it is the suspicion of 
the household that they were poisoned 
by a burglar so that he might enter 
the house. Prompt medical aid saved 
their lives. 

There are nearly a dozen dogs at 
the Loring house, of all sizes and de- 
grees of ferocity, and it is only due 
to their vigilance that the house was 
not entered by a burglar who sought 
to pry the front door open with a jim- 
my a year ago. Had he succeeded in 
making an entrance he would prob- 
ably have been seized by the throat by 
a mastiff as large as a colt. 

It is also reported that an attempt 

was made to enter another house in 
San Rafael Heights a few nights be- 
fore. 
The home of Harrison I. Drum 
mond, vice-president of the Security 
National Bank, at No. 312 South 
Grand avenue, also was burglarized 
last Thursday night. A diamond- 
studded watch and several other ar- 
ticles of jewelry were taken. 

FIRST SNOW OF THE WINTER. 

The summit of Mt. Wilson was 
white with snow yesterday morning. 
The snow began falling at 6 o'clock 
the night before and continued for 
only a short time. There was less than 
an inch of it altogether and it quick- 
ly melted. — 

This is the first snow of the winter 


on the mountains near Pasadena, al- 
though a hail storm several weeks ago 
covered the ground on Mt. Wilson 
deep with hailstones and gave the 
peak the appearance from below of 
being snowcapped. 

The Pasadena National Bank, which 
will open for business this morning in 
its new building, corner of Broadway 
and East Colorado street, moved its 
money from the old vault to the new 
one last Saturday night. Chief of Po- 
lice McIntyre and a number of the 
members of the police foree kept a 
close watch on the proceeding and all 
went well. 

The money was not removed from 
the safes. These were taken from the 
old vault, loaded on trucks and hauled 
to the new building, where they were 
in turn rolled into the places they are 
to occupy. There was something like 
$100,000 moved, probably the largest 
pile of money that has ever been car- 
ried through the streets at a time. 

Since definite steps were taken, in 
1908, to beautify the streets of Pasa- 
dena, 20,000 trees and: palms have 
been set out. Most of these were 
raised in the city nursery. Albrecht 
estimates that there are now at least 
60,000 trees on the 200 miles of 
streets of the city. .

CHARGE RENEWED. 

After eight months of liberty on 
a charge of murder, because of com- 
plete exoneration on the part of a 
Coroner's jury, Grant Trask of Col- 
ten is now in the County Jail on the 
same charge, because a woman's 
secret came to light. Trask is charged 
with the murder of Myron Kurtz, in 
colton on the night of March 22. Since 
that time, Mrs. Kurtz, sister of the 
accused man, has labored with her 
conscience, and now she is said to be 
ready to send her brother to the gal- 
lows. On April 3, both Trask and 
the widow swore that the killing was 
in self-defense and to protect her. The 
officers’ refuse to say whether the 
struggle between her duty to her 
brother or the love of the memory of 
her husband, or that she has been 
turned against Trask by some unkind 
act of his, is responsible for the new 
turn in the case.

TACOMA, Nov. 80.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} President J. C. Ford, 
just returned from San Francisco, ex- 


plains why the Pacific Coast Com- 
pany, owning big coal mines, will 
immediately equip its steamships 
President, Governor and Queen, with 
oll burners, saying: 

O has become more expensive 
than coal. Owning our own coal 
mines and bunkers, therefore, we 
could use coal at a much less ex- 
pense if it were not for other cir- 
cumstances. Coal takes up too much 
space. Bunkers are provided in the 
President and Governor for 500 tons 
of coal. About 800 tons are required 
for the round trip, so each voyage 
from Puget Sound they leave with 
300 tons of coal encroaching upon 
the cargo space. Oll can be carried 
in the double bottoms of the Presi- 
dent and Governor as in the Con- 
gress. This will save 300 tons’ space 
now occupied by coal and give the 
additional 600 tons’ bunker room for 
freight, which we need since coast- 
wise freight traffic has made tre- 
mendous growth, compelling the 
charter of extra vessela. The Queen 
hasn't double bottoms, but her coal 
must be hauled to San Francisco for 
every southern voyage. Besides these 
reasons, ofl is a cleaner fuel for 
passenger steamships.”

Seattle Carpenter, Hunting Work 

at San Francisco, Jumps Of the 

Admiral Farragut.

Peterson, a Seattle carpenter, trav- 
eling as a steerage passenger on the 
steamer Admiral Farragut from Seat- 
tle, jumped overboard and was 
drowned this afternoon three miles 
out from the Golden Gate.

Ministers Will Learn How 
to Judge Cattle. 


Brief Programme Includes

Clergymen from all parts of the 
State are to take a spectal five-days’ 
course in agriculture at the experi- 
mental farm of the University of 
California at Davis this week. The 
aim of the university professors is 
to acquaint the ministers with the 
problems of the farmer so that the 
clergymen will be intelligently in- 
formed on the business affairs of 


their people. 
The theory is that ministers, hav- 


ing a clearer insight into the lives 
of their congregations, will become 
more efficient in their respective 


fields, and so better and broaden Call- 
fornia rural life. 

The sessions begin tomorrow, when 
there will be a “get-together” meet- 
ing, at which Dean H. Even North 
will make an address. Tuesday the 
real work will begin with a demon- 
stration of judging cattle. Then 
there will be lectures on grapes, 
formation of soils, California’s irri- 
gation resources and poultry. Tues- 
day plant breeding is to be consid- 
ered and irrigation questions, citri- 
culture, budding, grafting and the 
pruning of grapes will be discussed. 
During the remainder of the week 
the ministers will take up the study 
of rural sanitation, fruit handling 
and storage, tuberculin tests in cat- 
tle. control of plant diseases, an 
other agricultural questions.

—for wonderful it is, indeed—is 
worth about $30 per pound in Japan. 
It is said to be made from the first 
green shoots which put forth in the 
earliest spring. The taste is such 
as to set one to dreaming of spring- 
time and opening buds and the soft 
patter of raih upon newly-growing 
leaves. I never suspected the poetry 
of tea until after tasting this delicious 
brew. And the taste remained with 
me for many, many hours. In fact 
it ems that such a nectar Is not in- 
tended to drink, as we drink tea, 
but rather to merely taste and to 
allow the aromatic flavor to permeate 
the throat and the remote corners 
of the mouth. As I partook, my eyes 
wandered over the charming articles 
in the shop and my imagination dwelt 
with added pleasure upon their ar- 
tistic outlines.

He 
was recalled thrice after the first and 
third orchestral numbers, a well-de- 
served appreciation for a daring un- 
dertaking successfully carried out. 

This goncert confirms our first opin- 
ion of i Bellucci as an eminent or- 
chestral leader, possessed of fine tech- 
nical knowledge, mastery over instru- 
ments, admirable in an orchestral 
programme, but trying both for sing- 
ers and audiences in the interpretation 
of grand opera, for the singers are at 
all time secondary to orchestral ef- 
fects, under his baton. No man can 
claim omniscience. The imprompta 
programme was the best heard here 
since last year’s famous and leng-to- 
be-remembered Campanini concert. It 
is hoped that a sivvilar offering may 
be given next Sunday. 

Anitua, the Mexican contralto, sang 
in a most satisfying manner, “Aprile 
Foriero” from Saint Saen’s “Samson 
and Delilah” and Gounod’s “Ave 
Maria;“ as encores, “Vorei” of Tosti 
and “Prayer” from the same com- 
poser, were given. 

Maria Mosciska, the sympathetic 
Russian prima donna interpreted with 
exquisite finish “Triste Aprile” of De 
Leva and the great aria from Lohen- 
grin “Sola nei Miei Primi Anni:” in 
answer to many recalls, she sang two 
very unique Polish folk songs, tender 
and quaint, almost humorous, an un- 
usual feature in northern songs of the 
people. 

Qwing to pressure of time, 
Bellucci, not only directed the or- 
chestra, but accompanied the sing- 
ers on the piano, which ts to be re- 
gretted, as it is rare to find an or- 
chestral leader of merit who is an 
acceptable piano forte accompanist. 
This well-known fact was especially 
evidenced in the lovely Gounod’s 
adaptation of Bach's immortal com- 
position to his “Ave Maria,” which 
was played in a most disturbing 
fashion, both for the singer and the 
audience. Los Angeles prides itseif 
in the unexcelled quality of its ac- 
companists and justly so. It might 
be advisable, in future concerts, to 
give such worthy soloists as Anitua 
and Mosciska adequate accompani- 
ment either orchestral or with spe- 
cialists at the piano. 

Last week closed tho first part 
of the western Metropolitan season 
of grand opera, which has never be- 
fore been equaled here in novelty, 
meritorious character of interpreta- 
tion by a company of higher merit 
than we ever had here, when balance 
and uniformity of voices are con- 
sidered.

NEW CITRUS INDUSTRY. 


Pomona Men Form Company to 


Shipping Requirements. 

POMONA, Nov. 30. — Several local 
business men have interested them- 
selves in the incorporation of the 


Poriona Citrus Fruit Juice Company, 
which will establish a factory and 
plant here, affording a market for 
what are known as cull or waste 
oranges and lemons, of which there 
are many hundreds of boxes during 
the citrus fruit season. Machinery Is 
being ordered and the factory will be 
ready for business in February. It is 
planped to first process pure lemon 
juicé in such a way that it will keep 
indefinitely. D. Burr of Los Angeles 
is the discoverer of the process, which 
he worked out in his laboratory after 
years of . experimenting. 

A contract has been made with an 
eastern concern to dispose of a thou- 
sand gallons of juice a week for five 
years. It is estimated that a box of 
lemons will produce a quart of pure 
juice in the concentrated form, and 
a ton of lemons will produce fifteen 
gallons of the juice, which. when 
processed, will keep without sealing 
in any climate, not being affected by 
either heat or cold. It is stated that 
a minimum of $15 will be paid for 
lemon culls. 

This promises to become a large 
manufacturing industry here for from 
twenty to thirty persons will be em- 
ployed from the start and this num- 
ber will be increased es the business 
grows. As soon as the factory is run- 
ning regularly in processing lemon 
juice, oranges will be handled, the 
company even proposing to use the 
orange peel in the manufacture of 
olls. The directors of the corporation 
are F. L. Baynham, F. W. Ritter, H. 
F. McKowan of this city and D. 
Burr, A. C. Rosco, and A. B. Evans 
of Los Angeles. a
